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PRESIDENT TRUMAN TO PROCLAIM 
NATIONAL EMERGENCY WITHIN 48 
HOURS, SETTING STAGE FOR CONTROLS 


Proclamation Expected Shortly After President Confers 
Tomorrow With Congressional Leaders of Both Par­ 
ties — President to Deliver Radio Address to Nation. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12—UNS) — 
Administration sources said today 
that President Truman will pro­ 
claim a national emergency within 
48 hours, setting the stage for wage- 
price—materials controls. 
These sources added that the 
proclamation will he issued shortly 
after the President confers Wed­ 
nesday with Congressional leaders 
of both parties. 
Mr. Truman is expected to ad­ 
dress the natiou by radio to explain 
the need for drastic home-front 
moves to meet the world crisis 
growing out of Communist China's 
intervention in the Korean War. 
incense Secretary Marshall and 
Gen. Omar Bradley, Chairman of 
tile Joint Chiefs of Staff, are under­ 
stood to favor the declaration of 
un emergency by the White House. 
The two defense leaders report­ 
edly told a dosed session of the 
Senate Armed Services Committee 
tiiat such a step would help speed 
up the general mobilization and re­ 
armament program of the United 
Stutes.
